Ho  bronght  with  him  *  phyuiciun  whom 
Uncle  had  employed  ones  before — a  young 
man  but  one  who  had  already  acquired  s 
fine  reputation  and  had  risen  to  a  high  de¬ 
gree  ol  tea i nonce  in  bis  profession,  Dr. 
Mark  Rsamer. 

H*  staid  with  Aunt  all  tbs  morning  and 
cams  to  ass  ker  every  day  until  her  death, 
for  oven  **  she  bad  said,  ah*  did  not  live 
long  after  that  dreadful  day.
